nople, which obliges the Sultan to remain near Phi - 
lippopoli with a great Number of his Troops, who 

ave promis d to ftand by him, and affift bim in 
fubduing the Rebels. The fame Exprefs confirms 
that the Lord Szerban, who has been divers Years 
at the Court of Vienna, has been named by the 
Emperour Hofpodar of Wallachia. 

Warfaw, Nov. 28. The Great General of the 
Crown Army is ftill at Brzezan, and the new Baſſa 
of Choczim has written to him, to aſſure that he 
will maintain good Friendfhip with bim, and avoid 

iving the Republick any Occafion for Rupture ; 
Fo which the General made a vety civil Anſwer 
ſuitable to the Occaſion. The Grand Seigoior 
waits till the Rebels are reduc’d, before he will go 
to Conftantinople to affemble the Divan, and take 
the neceffa eafures for continuing the War a- 
gaint the Emperour, in Cafe the Peace be not. 
made. The Sultan has fent Troops to fuftain the 
Hofpodar whom he ‘has eftablifh’d in Wallachia, 
againft him whom the Emperour has, named for 
that Government.

Fram the Lower Elbe, Dec. 7. According to the 
Advices from Riga and Revel, Baron Gortz was 
very civilly — by the Czar, but it could not be 
perceiv'd that any thing of Moment had paſe'd con- 
cerning the Peace between the King of Sweden and 
his Czarifh Majeſty.
